State school officials do walk through 


WILMINGTON - In a move 
that brings the town one step 
closer to a new or renovated 
high school, a team of engi- 
neers and architects visited 
Wilmington High School 
Monday to complete a Senior 
Study. The outcome of that 
study will determine whether 
or not Wilmington moves for- 
ward in the high school build- 
ing process. 

The town filed a statement 
of interest with the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA) in 
August 2008, but had not 


heard anything from the 
MSBA until a letter dated 
April 7 telling the town that 
the authority wanted to do a 
walk through, more accurate- 
ly termed a “Senior Study.” 
According to the letter, the 
Senior Study is part of the 
due diligence phase of the 
reformed school renovation 
and construction grant pro- 
gram, and is effectively a site 
visit to a school facility iden- 
tified as a priority in a school 
district's statement of inter- 
est (SOI). A team from 
MSBA, including architects 
and engineers experienced in

MWRA Advisory Board says yes Krochmal Farm 


Town needs to approve admission at May 2 Town Meeting

WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
briefly discussed a letter 
from the Massachusetts 
‘Water Resources Authority, 
‘whose Advisory Board adopt- 
ed dual recommendations 
ensuring Wilmington has 
access to MWRA water when 
‘it is needed. 

‘Town Manager Michael 
Caira will appear Wednesday, 


April 15, before the MWRA 
board with a goal of getting 
approval from the overall 
authority. 

At its March 19, 2009 meet- 
ing, the MWRA Advisory 
Board voted unanimously to 
support the application of the 
Town of Wilmington to 
become a member of the 
MWRA Waterworks System. 
The Advisory Board's 


Executive and Operations 
Committees also unanimous- 
ly approved the motion at 
their March 12 and March 19 
meetings respectively. 

Upon approval of the appli- 
cation the MWRA Advisory 
Board issued seven conditions 
that the town must meet in 
order to become part of the 
water distribution system. 
The town, at various meet- 


ings leading up to Town 
Meeting next month, has 
already discussed many of 
them. 

First, the town must obtain 
Town Meeting approval at its 
May 2 meeting as well as leg- 
islative and gubernatorial 
approval prior to admission. 

Next, Wilmington must con- 
tinue to protect and maintain

New technology proposed 


TEWKSBURY - On Monday 
night the Tewksbury Board of 
Health held a long-awaited 
public hearing on the Order 
of Prohibition issued against 
Krochmal Farm in late 
December. The lawyer for 
Krochmal spoke of a new 
technology being implement- 
ed to reduce odors. But what 
is the timeline for installa- 
tion? 

Krochmal Farm is a piggery 
located on South Street with 
property straddling the 
Tewksbury/Wilmington town 
line. It has been embroiled in 
a protracted battle over the 
last year with residents of 
both towns who claim that 


pungent odors have risen dra 
matically over the last sever: 
al years following the con: 
struction of a large ‘finishing 
building’ that houses the pigs 
in tight quarters over a tank 
of their own refuse. 

In December, Tewksbury’s 
Director of Public Health 
Lou-Ann Clement, notified the 
farm owners, John and Jan 
Cave, as well as the farm 
manager, John C. Cave, of the 
Order of Prohibition The 
Order of Prohibition itself 
States that, “(I)t has been 
determined that the piggery 
operation performed _ by 
Krochmal Farms in the Town 
of Tewksbury may be harmful

regarding orioles, I have been 
participating in this project 
for the past three years. If 
interested, start listening for 
orioles the first week of May. 

You can also participate in 
oriole nest building by hang- 
ing small pieces of thread or 
string on a fence or branch. I 
have been using strips of bed 
sheet for tying up plants in 
the garden. I don’t clean up 
the garden until spring so 
that the seed heads can be 
eaten by birds during the win- 
ter. I would leave the strips of 
sheet hanging on the fence 
when I cleaned up in the 
spring. I noticed the orioles 
trying to pull the threads out 
of the strips so, I started to 
collect and pull out and hang 
threads and string on the 
fence. The orioles would take 
them all. I have had the ori- 
oles build a nest in my yard 
every year. One year there 
where two nests. I think the 
male oriole with its bright 
orange body and black head 
and wings is the most beauti- 
ful summer bird that nests in 
our area. 

I had a question e-mailed to 
me regarding feeding orioles 
orange slices, grape jelly and 
putting up an oriole liquid 
feeder. I have tried all three 
and never had an oriole touch 
any of it. Try it, you may 
have better luck than I did. 
Don’t forget to put out the 
hummingbird feeders. They 
will start to arrive by the end 
of April. You don’t need to 
buy the liquid for your feeder. 
Mix 1 part sugar to 4 parts 
water, boil, cool. Do not put 
red food coloring in your mix. 
Refrigerate any extra. 

I still have lots of slate jun- 
cos around. They will be 
departing shortly for Canada. 

We can start a summer visi- 
tor bird list. We already have 
robins, grackles and red- 
winged blackbirds. Call me 
when you notice new arrivals. 
I will be submitting two more 
columns, then starting again 
in September.

the Swain School if Warrant

voters of Wilmington. As we 
have said so many times, 
“once a historic building is 
gone....it is gone forever.” If 
the decision at town meeting 
is to demolish the Swain 
School, the Historical 
Commission respectfully asks 
for the following: 

1. The Commission be grant- 
ed access to the building to 
identify and remove any his- 
tofical artifacts that are wor- 
thy of preservation. 

2. The Freizes at the top of 
the building identifying the 
building as “High School 
1914” be removed and that it 
become the base of a granite 
bench on which a picture of 
the school would be etched. 
This bench would be placed 
near the side walk where the 
building now stands within a 
reasonable time after the 
demolition. 

3. When a municipal build-

WASHINGTON - Fifth 
District _ Congresswoman 
Niki Tsongas returned this 
weekend from leading a 
week-long bipartisan 
Congressional Delegation 
visit to Iraq and 
Afghanistan with stops in 
Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates. During the trip, 
Tsongas and five other 
Republican and Democratic 
lawmakers met with U.S. 
servicemen and women, top 
US. military commanders, 
as well as with Iraqi and 
Afghan leaders. Lawmakers 
were able to get a first hand 
perspective from Generals 
Odierno, Jacoby, and 
Helmick in Iraq, as well as 
Generals McKiernan and 
Nicholson in Afghanistan, 
who updated the delegation 
on security operations and 
long term strategic goals 
for both countries. As the 
most senior House Armed 
Services Committee 
Member on the trip, 
Tsongas helped identify 
where the delegation would 
visit and with whom they 
would meet. Tsongas 
released the following state- 
ment following her trip. 

"I wanted to lead this 
Congressional Delegation 
visit to Iraq and 
Afghanistan because much 
has changed since my last 
visit. Our military is begin- 
ning to implement a strate- 
gy that is very different 
from that of President 
Bush: executing a timetable 
to bring our servicemen and 
women home from Iraq, 
while ramping up our 
efforts in Afghanistan to 
combat the resurgence of 
the Taliban. As a member 
of the Armed Services 
Committee, it is important

that I talk with those on the 
ground who are responsible 
for implementing and car- 
rying out the Obama admin- 
istration’s policies in both 
theatres. 

"This visit was organized 
by the Armed Services 
Committee and, as such, a 
focus of the trip centered on 
how we are protecting our 
servicemen and women and 
the extraordinary logistical 
operations associated with 
maintaining our war effort 
in both countries. It also 
afforded an important 
opportunity to meet with 
the commanders on the 
ground to discuss our secu- 
rity and strategic goals. 

"We first visited Iraq, 
where signs of progress are 
clearly evident as our 
troops continue their excel- 
lent work in rebuilding 
neighborhoods, infrastruc- 
ture, and supporting Iraqi 
security forces as they take 
greater control of their 
country. I saw charts docu- 
menting the steep decline in 
violence. The use of the 
political process to resolve 
differences is seen as Iraq's 
most viable path to security 
and much of the U.S. effort 
is now devoted to redeploy- 
ing our soldiers out of the 
main cities by the end of 
June and helping Iraq get 
through their elections later 
this year. 

"There are still many 
unresolved issues in Iraq 
such as how the Sons of Iraq 
will be integrated into the 
Iraqi security forces or 
other positions in the Iraqi 
government; the decreased 
budget revenues as the 
result of falling oil prices 
which are having an impact 
on the Iraqi government's 
ability to make important 
investments in basic ser-

vices - something Iraqi citi- 
zens see as an important 
benchmark; and ongoing 
Arab-Kurd tensions over oil 
and territorial issues. But 
the timetable for redeploy- 
ment of our troops goes for- 
ward and is forcing Iraqis to 
confront more of these diffi- 
cult decisions. As one U.S. 
General remarked to me 
during our visit, the 
timetable is putting pres- 
sure on both the Iraqis and 
U.S. forces to work to 
resolve these issues expedi- 
tiously. 

"The situation in 
Afghanistan has become 
much more fragile and 
unstable in the 16 months 
since my last visit. 
Accounts of increased 
Taliban violence were 
echoed by our military com- 
manders on the ground. 

“The challenges that we 
face in Afghanistan are sub- 
stantial. Afghanistan lacks 
essential police or munici- 
pal services, basic infra- 
structure, and telecommuni- 
cations. It is devoid of nat- 
ural resources, the drug 
trade is rampant, particu- 
larly in the south, and most 
of the country lives in 
extreme poverty with a lit- 
eracy rate of approximately 
26 percent. The Afghan 
people have been victims of 
a near constant state of war 
and political upheaval for 
decades. 

"As such, the resources 
that are the foundation of a 
modern state are almost 
non-existent in Afghanistan 
with sanctuaries for insur- 
gent forces multiplying. 
Afghan police and security 
forces are simply unable to 
keep up with the escalating 
violence. Very few Afghans 
want to see a return of the 
Taliban but have tremen- 
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dous concerns about the 
capacity of their govern- 
ment to provide security. 

"In light of these fects, 
President Obama has con- 
cluded that a change in 
Afghanistan policy is need- 
ed so that Taliban forces are 
not able to reconstitute and 
again turn the country into 
a safe haven for terrorists. 
The Obama administration 
has committed to sending 
an additional seventeen 
thousand troops and a 
robust civilian corps to 
mentor Afghanistan’s secu- 
rity forces, assist in the 
development of governmen- 
tal institutions, and provide 
agricultural support to 
decrease poppy production. 

“While we have a strategic 
interest in a__ stable 
Afi it is essential 
that President Obama bet- 
ter articulate the ‘bench- 
marks for success and time- 
line, as yet undefined, to 
achieve that success. None 
of these challenges will be 
solved quickly or easily and 
will come at a great price, 
with American casualties 
likely to increase substan- 
tially. The President must 
fully prepare the American 
people for everything that 
such a commitment to 
Afghanistan entails. 

"Over the coming months, 
the Administration has 
pledged to continually eval- 
uate the effectiveness of 
this strategy as well as its 
implementation. As a mem- 
ber of the Armed Services 
Committee, I will be watch- 
ing this very closely. I am 
particularly concerned 
about the length of time the 
President assumes a strate- 
gy like this will require and 
at what cost, and the details 
of an exit strategy.”

all local sources of supply, 
unless the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) declares a source 
unfit for drinking and too 
expensive to restore to 
potable quality. Since the dis- 
covery of contamination of 
the Maple Meadow aquifer, 
Wilmington has kept the five 
affected wells offline. Those 
wells had been shut down 
prior to the discovery of N- 
Nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA) due to a concern 
over increased levels of 
nitrates. 

Third, the MWRA requires 
that the town continue to 
maintain all reasonable con- 
servation measures, abide by 
all conditions within the 
Water Resources Commission 
and follow MWRA regulations 
for leak detection. 

Conditions also include the 
entrance fee to the MWRA for 


an estimated $2,809,320, the 
remaining amount from a net 
fee of $3,126,210 - less the con- 
tribution of $31,890 already 
paid. 

Water usage is capped at 219 
million gallons annually or 
0.6 MGD from MWRA but 
could increase in the future to 
an additional volume of 401.5 
million gallons. 

The town and MWRA must 
together develop an enforce- 
able water supply agreement 
stipulating appropriate terms 
and conditions of service. 

Finally, upon acceptance of 
the town to the MWRA, 
Wilmington will be eligible 
for funding through the Local 
Pipeline Assistance program 
The town qualifies for pro- 
gram funds for three reasons: 
the town’s percentage of 
MWRA water use as a portion 
of total community use, the 
proportional share of the total 
MWRA community based 


unlined pipe, and by prorat- 
ing available funds to the 
number of years remaining in 
the program. The program 
offers interest-free loans in 
addition to the $250 million 
currently allocated within the 
MWRA Capital Improvement 
Program. 

Should the warrant article 
fail on Town Meeting floor, 
Wilmington also received 
approval for a seventh six- 
month emergency water sup- 
ply from May through 
October 2009. The town would 
be allowed to withdraw water 
from the MWRA at a rate of 
up to 1.2 million gallons per 
day. Because Wilmington is 
not a member, the emergency 
withdrawals include payment 
of a 130 percent surcharge 
plus 130 percent of the annual 
payment associated with the 
asset value contribution pay- 
ment, amortized over 15 
years.

License Reminder 


Tewksbury Town Clerk, 
Mary-Ann Nichols, reminds 
all dog owners that under 
M.G.L. Chapter 140: Section 
137, as well as the Town of 
Tewksbury by-laws Section 
6.04.030 (Registration / 
Licenses) that all dogs, 6 
months of age or older are 
required to be licensed on a 
yearly basis. The license is 
valid for one calendar year 
and must be renewed annual- 
ly. A current rabies certifi- 
cate must be presented 
before a dog license can be 
issued, unless this office has 
a current rabies certificate 
on file. Under this law veteri- 
narians are also required to 
notify the Town Clerk's Office 
of the dogs they have admin- 
istered rabies vaccines to. To 
avoid additional fines from 
the Animal Control Officer, 
please license your dog(s) as 
soon as possible - 


the fee is $10.00 per dog

30 parents and students 
appeared before the 
Wilmington School 


Committee at the WHS 
Library to show support for 
Chip Bruce, the 22-year veter- 
an, who was told the week 
prior by high school principal 
Eric Tracy that his contract 
as an assistant soccer coach 
would not renewed. 

‘Two of the three Wilmington 
residents - Dan Bamberg 
and Scott Garrant - who ini- 
tiated petitions, tried to speak 
to the School Committee 
members, but were quickly 
denied by chairperson Peggy 
Kane. Kane had informed the 
‘Town Crier prior to the meet- 
ing that she would not be able 
to allow discussion of the 
matter. 

“We [the School Committee] 
have no say in this,” Kane 
told Bamberg, Garrant and 
the rest of the audience. 
“Under the law, we are 
unable to allow any discus- 
sion on this matter.” 

Last week Superintendent of 
Schools Joanne Benton told 
the Town Crier that the final 
decision on this matter relied 
on the shoulders of Tracy, 
and that she supports his 
decision. However, Bruce has 
said all along that he was 
never given a reason as to 
why he is not returning as the 
JV coach, except for being 
told that it is “a principal's 
decision.” 

Wilmington resident Mike 
Cabral, among others, asked 
Kane if there could be a 
meeting arranged between 
Bruce’s supporters with 
Benton and Tracy, and Kane 
advised them that it could 
only be arranged by calling 
Benton's office. 

Garrant said after the meet- 
ing that he was not surprised 
by the outcome of the School 
Committee Meeting.

Tewksbury ‘Town Clerk, 
Mary-Ann Nichols, reminds 
all dog owners that under 
M.G.L. Chapter 140: Section 
137, as well as the Town of 
Tewksbury by-laws Section 
6.04.030 (Registration / 
Licenses) that all dogs, 6 
months of age or older are 
required to be licensed on a 
yearly basis. The license is 
valid for one calendar year 
and must be renewed annual- 
ly. A current rabies certifi- 
cate must be presented 
before a dog license can be 
issued, unless this office has 
a current rabies certificate 
on file. Under this law veteri- 
narians are also required to 
notify the Town Clerk's Office 
of the dogs they have admin- 
istered rabies vaccines to.

The Wilmington High 
School Baseball team cer- 
tainly has had enough of 
Ronnie Wallace. 

Last June, Wallace led the 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School to a first round state 
tournament 5-2 victory over 
the Wildcats, with a four-hit, 
eight-strikeout performance.

Understanding Disabilities

This year marks the 25th 
anniversary of the creation of 
the Understanding Disabilities 
program in Reading, an 
anniversary that ‘generates 
sadness and gladness in those 
taking the time to reflect upon 
it. Gladness for the fact that 
such a program exists, and 
sadness over the fact that its 
founder recently passed away. 

It's hard to imagine how 
someone who grew up in 


Reading or has lived in the 
area for any amount of time 
would not have interacted in 
some way with the late Judy 
LeBlanc. 

Whether it was as a stu- 
dent, listening to her when she 
visited a classroom, or simply 
seeing her and her famous 
seeing eye dogs in the down- 
town area, LeBlanc was a fix- 
ture in town for years, and 
news of her passing recently 
caused those who knew her 
best to pause and reflect.

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Judy was the Founder of 
Understanding Disabilities, 
an all volunteer, educational 
program regarding visible 
and invisible handicaps for 
over 25 years. 

Though the organization 
was based in Reading, the 
idea behind it was actually 
generated in another 
Middlesex East community, 
Lynnfield. 

According to Ruth Clogston 
of Understanding Disabilities, 
The idea to start 
Understanding _ Disabilities 
came to founder Judy LeBlanc 
after she was asked to speak 
about her blindness to a group 
of elementary school. students 
in Lynnfield. She was so 
impressed with the enthusi- 
asm she saw among the stu- 
dents and teachers, and 
impressed with the unit that 
was being taught, that she 
returned with the idea of 
starting a disabilities aware- 
ness program here in 
Reading. 

After doing research, 
LeBlanc found that a program 
called Understanding 
Handicaps existed in Newton. 
It had been founded by a 
group of parents concerned 
about how their children with 
disabilities were doing as they 
became mainstreamed into 
the Newton public schools. 

LeBlane started 
Understanding Disabilities, 
then called Understanding 
Handicaps, in Reading in 1984, 
using curriculum from the 
Newton program. The units, 
taught in the third and fourth 
grades, included Blindness; 
Deafness; Physical 
Disabilities; Developmental 
Disabilities (then called 
Mental Retardation); 
Diabetes, Asthma & Epilepsy; 
and Learning Disabilities.” A 
Food Allergy unit was added 
in 2005. 

“These women wrote the 
curriculum and went into ele- 
mentary classrooms to talk 
about living with blindness, 
deafness, physical disabilities 
etc.,” said Reading’s Lynda 
Zarrow. “They wanted kids to 
understand that we are all the 
same inside even if we may 
have to do some things differ- 
ently than most other people.

“OBSERVE AND REPORT ” stars Seth Rogan as a mall 
cop in a comedy that aims to take everything to the 
extreme, Sometimes the movie seems just sad. 


“OBSERVE AND 
REPORT” 
GRADE: ** 


Seth Rogen is a mall cop 
in "Observe and Report", a 
movie where the premise 
seems to be ‘let's try to 
make the next scene even 
more shocking than the 
last’. There's dark come- 
dies, and then there’s this 
one, 

The comedy is based on 
taking everything to the 
extreme, not only in terms 
of outrageous grossness, but 
also when it comes to toying 
with our own expectations 
of what's to come. Just 
when you expect another 
joke, something violent hap- 
pens, and vice versa. 

The synopsis is as fol- 
lows: at the Forest Ridge 
Mall, head of security 
Ronnie Barnhardt (Seth 
Rogen) patrols his jurisdic- 
tion with an iron fist. The 
master of his domain, he, 
combats skateboarders, 
shoplifters and the occa- 
sional unruly customer 
while dreaming of the day 
when he can swap his flash- 
light for a badge and a gun. 


Ronnie's delusions of 
grandeur are put to the test 
when the mall is struck by a 
flasher. Driven by his per- 
sonal duty’ to protect and 
serve the mall and its 
patrons, Ronnie seizes the 
opportunity to showcase his 
underappreciated law 
enforcement talents on a 
grand scale, hoping his sola- 
tion of this crime will earn 


him a coveted spot at the 
police academy and the 
heart of his elusive dream 
girl Brandi (Anna Farris), 
the hot make-up counter 
clerk who won't give him 
the time of day. 

But his single-minded 
pursuit of glory launches a

The overall production 
looks like someone took a 
“Hot Wheels” video and

“The new guidelines were 
developed after town offi- 
cials discovered that they 
had not adopted a written 
policy for allowing residents 
to opt back into the town’s 
refuse services. 

“Last spring, a slew of 
condominium owners, who 
had opted out of the pro- 
gram when a trash fee was 
implemented, complained 
that Ragucci refused to let 
them rejoin the service

“In a letter to local offi- 
cials Lt. Governor Timothy 
Murray explained, ‘As you 
know, President-Elect 
Obama’s team and mem- 
bers of Congress are active- 
ly working on a federal eco- 
nomic recovery bill with the 
goal of enactment by 
Inauguration Day.

He is so beautiful that 
I just have to sit on a bench 
with him on a leash, If he 
doesn't have his working har- 
ness on, everyone comes over 
to see him and I have met 
many great friends because of 
him!" 

“Understanding 
Disabilities is now celébrating 
its 25th anniversary,” said 
Clogston. “Hundreds of 
Reading parents have spent 
time in the classroom, helping 
their children and the children 
of their friends and neighbors 
begin to understand what it 
might be like to have a visual 
impairment or a learning dis- 
ability.

‘To many people, heart dis- 
ease's status as the leading 
cause of death for both men 
and women in the United 
States comes as no surprise.

However, pain in the neck, 
jaw, stomach, or even the 
right arm could also be symp- 
tomatic of a heart attack. 

* Discomfort in the chest: 
Discomfort in the chest that 
lasts longer than a few min- 
utes, or goes away and 
returns periodically, is very 
common among people who 
are having a heart attack. 
This discomfort in the chest 
can feel like squeezing, 
uncomfortable pressure or 
simply feel painful. 

* Shortness of breath: 
Even if you're not having 
chest pain, shortness of 
breath can be a symptom of 
heart attack. Shortness of 
breath combined with chest 
pain should be considered an 
emergency and action should 
be taken imunediately. 

Seniors who experience 
any of the aforementioned 
symptoms should call 9-1-1 
immediately. Many times, 
drugs designed to bust blood 
clots can stop a heart attack 
or even a stroke from occur- 
ring. However, these drugs 
are typically only effective if 
they are administered quickly 
after the symptoms have first 
appeared, highlighting the 
importance of calling 9-1-1 
immediately. 


Divorce rates decline 


According to the National 
Center for Health Statistics 
(NCHS), divorce rates have 


*- significantly declined since 


1990, 

No state saw a sharper 
decline in divorce between 
1990 and 2007 than Nevada, 
where the divorce rates 
dipped from 11.4 percent in 
1990 to 6.5 percent by 2007. 
Ironically, in spite of that 
sharp decline, Nevada still 
had the highest divorce of any 
state (including the District of 
Columbia) in 2007. 

Though no states had a 
divorce rate increase between 
1990 and 2007, Maine had the 
exact same rate of divorce in 
1990 as it did in 2007 (4.3 per- 
cent). Some states, including 
Maine, did have an increase,in 
the divorce rate as the first 
decade of the 2ist century 
wore on. Pennsylvania's rate, 
for example, increased to 2.9 
in 2007 after dipping as low as 
2.3 in 2005. 

Other states, including 
West Virginia, have had 
divorce rates remain remark- 
ably steady. The divorce rate 
in West Virginia in 1990, for
